The Danish wind motors, how-

They have vanes re- 
sembling In form airplane pro- 
pellars, somewhat modified, these 
being usually of sheet Iron and 
five In number. 


A windmill of this type auto- 


matically turns Us vanes edge- 
wise to the wind when the latter 
blows too hard, thus insuring the 
safety of the apparatus. In the 
other type the same object is 
gained through the fact that not 
more than a certain amount of 
air per second can enter between 
the vertical slats, and thus a 
limit Is set to the speed at which 
the Inner part of the contrivance 
can revolve.

The inventon 
call this proceM "technicolor," and a 
technicolor film play if now running 
at the Rialto theater, In New Tork,
